EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

23. A digital clock manager having a reference input terminal, a skew input 
terminal, an output terminal, and a frequency adjusted output terminal, the digital clock 
manager comprising: 

a delay lock loop (DLL) coupled to the reference input terminal, the skew input 
terminal, and the output terminal, wherein the delay lock loop generates an output clock 
signal at the output terminal; 

a digital frequency synthesizer, having a variable oscillator, coupled to the delay 
lock loop and the frequency adjusted output terminal, wherein the digital frequency 
synthesizer generates a frequency adjusted clock signal at the frequency adjusted 
output terminal; and 

wherein the delay lock loop drives a synchronizing clock signal to the digital 
frequency synthesizer. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-7, 9-18 and 23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches or suggests a multi-input and multi-output 
synchronizing system as the current application. In specific, a delay lock loop (DLL) 
comprise a DLL clocking circuit and DLL output circuit; the DLL generated an output 
clock signal at the output terminal; a digital frequency synthesizer, having a variable 
oscillator, and generated a frequency adjusted clock signal at the output; wherein the 
delay lock loop derives a synchronizing clock signal to the digital frequency synthesizer.
